To the inhabitants of the Town of Wilmot, New Hampshire 
in the County of Merrimack in said State, 
qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Wilmot Town Hall in said Wilmot, NH on 
Tuesday, the 14" day of March 2006 at 8:00 of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the 
following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


ADJOURN TO THURSDAY, MARCH 16", 2006 AT 7:00 PM. 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one 
million eighty-eight thousand, seven hundred forty-four dollars ($1,088,744.00) 
- necessary to defray Town charges for the ensuing year. 

Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town, having a Master Plan adopted by the Planning Board on 
September 3" 1996 will vote to authorize the Planning Board to prepare and amend a 
recommended program of Municipal Capital Improvements projected over a period of at 
least 6 years, in accordance with RSA 674:5. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of six 
thousand dollars ($6,000.00) for the purpose of supporting The Wilmot Learning Place. 
Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate twenty-six thousand 
dollars ($26,000.00) for the purpose of supporting the Wilmot Public Library. 
Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two 
hundred seventy-five thousand dollars ($275,000.00) for the purchase of land for a new 
transfer station and highway department and authorize the Selectmen to withdraw two 
hundred seventy-five thousand dollars ($275,000.00) from the unreserved fund balance. 
Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty- 
five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) for the purpose of a conceptual layout, survey and 
associated costs and a preliminary design for a new transfer station and a highway garage. 
Recommended by the Selectmen 

If Article 6 fails, this article is null and void. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of fifty 
thousand dollars ($50,000.00) for the purpose of funding operations for the Wilmot 
Volunteer Fire Department and the Wilmot F.A.S.T. Squad. 

Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty- 
five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) to be put into the Fire Truck Capital Reserve Fund for 
the replacement of a fire truck. 

Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty- 
five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) to pay off the principal balance on the aie loan 
for the fire truck known as 87-M-2. 
Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell any 
material or equipment deemed to be surplus to the Town needs; sale of highway material 
or equipment to be made with the approval of the Road Agent. 

Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five 
thousand dollars ($5,000.00) for the purpose of continuing the funding of the Wilmot 
Town History Committee in preparing a book on the History of Wilmot for the Town's 
Bicentennial. 

Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five 


thousand dollars ($5,000.00) for the purpose of a Town-wide Bicentennial Celebration in 


2007 and to be placed in the 2007 Bicentennial Celebration expendable fund createdin 
2005 for this purpose. 
Recommended by the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of three 


thousand five hundred dollars ($3,500.00) for the purpose of supporting and funding the

ARTICLE 15: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.00) for the purpose of a Recreation facility at the Wilmot 
Recreation Area and be placed in the Wilmot Recreation Area expendable fund created in 
2005 for this purpose. 

Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one 
thousand two hundred dollars ($1,200.00) for the purpose of supporting and funding the 
services of the Kearsarge Area Council on Aging. 

Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote'to raise and appropriate the sum of thirteen 
thousand, one hundred thirty- two dollars ($13,132.00) for the purpose of supporting 
and funding the services of the New London Hospital Ambulance. 

Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of three 
thousand, three hundred six dollars ($3,306.00) for the purpose of supporting and 
funding the services of the Lake Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse Association. 
Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of three 
thousand four hundred and thirty-two dollars ($3,432.00) for the purpose of 
supporting and funding the Community Action Program. 

Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the town will vote to establish a Police Safety Detail Revolving 
Fund pursuant to RSA 31:95-h. The money received from fees and charges for Police 
safety detail shall be allowed to accumulate from year to year, and shall not be considered 
to be part of the town's general fund unreserved fund balance. The town treasurer shall 
have custody of all monies in the fund, and shall pay out the same only upon order of the 
Selectmen (no further town meeting approval required). These funds may be expended 
only for police safety detail as stated in RSA 31:95-h, and no expenditure shall be made in 
such a way to require the expenditure of town funds, which have not been appropriated for 
that purpose. 


ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of fifty 
thousand dollars ($50,000.00) for the purchase of a new one ton Highway Vehicle with 
required attachments. 

Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 22: To see if the town will vote to discontinue Pancake Street Extension 
(a.k.a. Cross Hill Road Extension) completely and authorize the Selectmen to issue a 
Quitclaim Deed to the abutters for its interest in the old roadway. 


ARTICLE 23: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of thirteen 
thousand five hundred dollars ($13,500.00) for the purpose of road improvements to the 
Tabor Hill Development to match the Road Impact fees collected from the portion of the 
sales price of the Tabor Hill Development as agreed per Walter Griffith.

Accessory Dwelling Unit, Attached: A second dwelling unit either in 
or added to an existing or proposed single-family dwelling, which may 
be used as an independent dwelling unit with provision for cooking, 
sanitation and sleeping. 


Section III. General Requirements for Attached Accessory 
Dwelling Units 


A. Only one Accessory Dwelling Unit is allowed per primary single-family dwelling unit. 
Accessory dwelling units are not allowed either in or added to two-family or multi- 
family dwelling units. 


B. The Accessory Dwelling Unit must be clearly incidental and subordinate to the use of 
the primary dwelling unit.

C. Accessory Dwelling Units are permitted in all Zoning Districts, subject to compliance 
with the provisions of the Zoning Ordinance and this Article, including the following 
requirements: 


1. The Accessory Dwelling Unit and the primary dwelling unit must meet all 
Applicable zoning regulations specific to the zoning district in which they are located 
except that no additional acreage shall be required for the accessory dwelling unit. 


2. An Accessory Dwelling Unit will not have more than two bedrooms and will 
not exceed 50% of the square footage of the primary dwelling unit in which it is 
attached. 


3. The Accessory Dwelling Unit must have safe and adequate access and egress. 
New entrances/exits shall be placed on the side or rear of the building whenever possible. 


4.The Accessory Dwelling Unit must be designed so the appearance of the building 
remains essentially that of a single family dwelling and the character of the 
neighborhood remains unchanged. 


5.The driveway must be designed so as to appear as a driveway of a single family 
residence, and no new curb cut from the street shall be constructed. Adequate off- 
street parking must be provided to support the residents’ vehicles of both the primary 
residence and the accessory dwelling unit. 


6. Adequate provision must be made for the disposal of sewage, waste and 
drainage generated by the occupancy of the primary dwelling unit and the 
Accessory Dwelling Unit, in accordance with requirements of the State of 
New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services. 


7.The owner must provide a State approved septic system design for use in the 
event of failure of the existing system, adequate to address the needs of both 
primary dwelling and the accessory dwelling unit. 


8.The Accessory Dwelling Unit must have its own 911 number. 


D. An accessory dwelling unit shall remain under the same ownership as the primary 
residence. 


E. The purchaser of a home with a previously approved Accessory Dwelling Unit must 
comply with all conditions of the previously granted permit. 


F. All non-conforming Accessory Dwelling Units pre-existing when this Article is adopted 
are “grandfathered.” 


Section V: Procedure 
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All persons intending to create an Accessory Dwelling Unit must apply to the Board of 
Selectmen for a Building Permit.

The Moderator, Mr. Matt Siranian, then explained the rules of the meeting and that the 
meeting would be taped for reference. The Moderator then announced that Article 3 would 
be the first to be discussed. 


ARTICLE 3: Moderator read the Article. Mary Kay Huntoon made the motion to adopt the 
Article, seconded by Melinda Siranian.

The additional two thousand two hundred dollars ($2,200.00) to go 
toward the Police Chiefs salary for a total of $44,000.00. Amendment passed by voice 
vote. Article 3 as amended passed by voice vote. 


Motion to adopt the article made by Lisa Rayno 
seconded by Lynn Solomon. “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) for the purpose of supporting the Wilmot Learning 
Place".

Motion to adopt the article made by Richard Lee, 
seconded by Melinda Siranian. “ To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
sell any material or equipment deemed to be surplus to the Town needs; sale of highway 
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material or equipment to be made with approval of the Road Agent.” Article passed by 
voice vote. 


ARTICLE 8: Moderator read the Article. Motion to adopt the article made by Richard Lee, 
seconded by Mary Kay Huntoon. “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of thirty three thousand five hundred dollars ($33,5000.00) for the purpose of 
completing the 2005 Revaluation Update.” Article passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 9: Moderator read the Article. Motion to adopt the article made by Barbara 
Sanborn, seconded by Nola Aldrich.

Article passed by voice 
vote. 


ARTICLE 13. Moderator read the Article. Motion to adopt the article made by Melinda 
Siranian, seconded by Richard Lee. “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of three thousand four hundred and thirty two dollars ($3,432.00) for the purpose of 
supporting and funding the Community Action Program.” Article passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 14. Moderator read the Article. Motion to adopt the article made by Mary Kay 
Huntoon, seconded by Melinda Siranian. “To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of thirty two thousand seven hundred seventy two dollars ($32,772.00) 
for the purchase of a new Police Vehicle and authorize the Selectmen to withdraw thirty two 
thousand seven hundred seventy two dollars ($32,772.00) from the Capital Reserve Police 
Vehicle fund created for that purpose.” Current cruiser to be used as backup vehicle. Article 
passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 15: Moderator read the Article. Motion to adopt the article made by Richard Lee, 
seconded by Mary Kay Huntoon. “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of ninety three thousand dollars ($93,000.00) for the purchase of a new Higway Vehicle 
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and authorize the Selectmen to withdraw ninety three thousand dollars (93,000.00) from the 
Capital Reserve Fund created for that purpose.” Article passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 16: Moderator read the Article. Motion to adopt the article made by Richard Lee, 
seconded by Melinda Siranian. “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of twenty eight thousand dollars ($28,000.00) for the purpose of repairs on the Town 
Hall. Article passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 17: Moderator read the Article. Motion to adopt the article made by Mary Kay 
Huntoon, seconded by Melinda Siranian. “To see if the Town will vote to create an 
expendable trust fund under the provision of RSA 31:19-a, to be known as the 2007 
Bicentennial Celebration Fund, for the purpose of a Town wide Bicentennial Celebration in 
2007; and to appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend from that fund for said 
purpose and to raise and appropriate the sum of four hundred dollars ($400.00) to be placed 
in this fund.” Barbara Sanborn proposed the following amendment. “To raise the sum from 
four hundred dollars ($400.00) to one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) for the Bicentennial 
Celebration Fund.” Mary Gutgsell spoke of some of the plans being made for the 
Bicentennial Celebration. Amendment passed by voice vote. Article as amended passed 
by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 18: Moderator read the Article. Motion to adopt the article made by Melinda 
Siranian, seconded by Mary Kay Huntoon. “To see if the Town will vote to modify the 
optional veterans tax credit on the taxes due on residential property. The optional tax credit 
will be five hundred dollars ($500.00) rather than one hundred dollars ($100.00). Article 
passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 19: Moderator read the Article. Motion to adopt the article made by Richard Lee, 
seconded by Mary Kay Huntoon. “To see if the Town will vote to create an expendable 
trust fund under the provisions of RSA 31:19-a, to be know as the Wilmot Recreation Area 
Fund, for the purpose of a new Recreation facility; and to appoint the Board of Selectmen as 
agents to expend from that fund for said purpose and to raise and appropriate the sum of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00) to have plans prepared for a Recreation facility at the Wilmot 
Recreation Area.” Kelsie Lee spoke on how the money would be used. Article passed by 
voice vote. 


ARTICLE 20: To transact any other business that may come before said meeting. Janet 
Howe thanked Richard Lee for his service to the town. He received a standing ovation. 


Meeting adjourned at 8:30 PM.

2005 Annual Report of the Wilmot Planning Board 


This year was a year of challenge and a year of accomplishment. The ongoing planning board 
activity demonstrates a continued need to address the growth of both residential as well as 
small commercial development throughout the town. The board continues to struggle with 
need to allow growth without over burdening town services. Attempting to balance the needs 
of both the town and the landowners has driven most of the activity of the board over this 
past year. 


Extensive time and effort was put into the drafting of new subdivision regulations. The new 
regulations bring all departments and town groups into the fold and ask each to take an active 
role in the consideration of any new major subdivision. This approach will allow for a wider 
range of input and a wider range of involvement throughout the approval process. The board 
looks forward to working with all members of the town in developing our town in a way that 
is fair to the landowners and in keeping with the capabilities of the town services. 


The board has come to the town for their consideration of the development of a Capital 
Improvement Program (CIP). The town indicated a desire to develop this program through 
the most recent master plan survey and through discussions with various boards and 
commissions in town. The town needs to respond affirmatively to the board’s request to 
develop and ultimately implement this program. The development of a CIP will require the 
time and effort of not only the planning board but also several volunteer members of the 
town. A CIP is a program that allows the town to plan more accurately for any and all 
anticipated capital improvements specific to each town department. It is a financial planning 
tool that is invaluable in maintaining consistent annual expenditures and preventing 
significant spikes in the town tax rate. It is the board’s hope that the town will continue to 
support and be involved with the development of CIP. 


In addition to the CIP, it is our hope that several other concerns of the town that were 
identified in the master plan survey can be addressed and implemented in the next year. We 
invite all town’s people to participate in this process and welcome all to attend our monthly 
meetings to offer their ideas and assistance in developing the future of our town. 


As a final comment, I would be remiss if I did not thank Tracy Jordan, on behalf of the entire 
board, for her tireless efforts in attending to the needs of the board as well as the various 
applicants before the board. Tracy has continually brought all matters before the board in an 
accurate and timely manner. Her dedication has made the processes involved with all aspects 
of the board’s operation evolve in a smooth and seamless manner.

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Report of Highway Department and Transfer Station 


Thank you for supporting the purchase of our new 2005 International truck. We kept the old 
1993 International as a spare truck which has already come in handy. 


Due to increased traffic and extraordinary weather conditions, maintaining our 49 miles of 
roadway in 2005 was a real challenge! 


The spring melt and heavy rains in early April caused washout damage on Grace Road, Old 
Winslow Road, Stearns Road, New Canada Road, Quaker Path, South Danbury Road, Eagle 
Pond and North Wilmot Road. 


The ten inches of rain in October kept the Highway crew busy a number of extra hours. 
These conditions required additional grading of gravel roads due to washouts and general 
storm damage. 


Our paving projects this year included Evans Road, Shindagan Road from the bridge to the 

junction of Cross Hill Road; paved aprons were added to the Jewell Roads and Stonebridge 
Road; and the parking lot at the Town Office on Kearsarge Valley Road was paved much to 
the delight of anyone who works or visits there! 


Among various town-wide improvements: the Campground Road Bridge was completed and 
accepted by the selectmen, parts of Granite Hill Road were widened and three culverts were 
replaced, and Phase II of Deerwood Drive was completed and accepted as a town road. 


An Appurtenance Ordinance was added to the Right-of-Way (ROW) stating that anything 
placed in the ROW may only be done with a signed permission form from Selectmen, Road 
Agent or Assignee. 


The Transfer station is a busy place, as you can see any Wednesday or Saturday. This year 
the people of Wilmot have been busy recycling: 68 tons of paper (saving 1,156 trees), 51 tons 
of scrap metal (conserving 51,000 pounds of coal), 2.3 tons of aluminum and tin, 2.71 tons of 
plastic, and 25 tons of glass (saving approximately $2,100 in tipping fees). Keep up the good 
work and encourage your neighbors to recycle. 


My sincere thanks to the townspeople of Wilmot for their support throughout the year, 
contractors for their cooperation; the Police Department, Fire Department and F.A.S.T. 
Squad for their back-up; the Selectmen and administrative staff for their assistance. 

A Special Thank you for a job well done to the full-time members of the Highway 
Department: Tim Martin, Josh Hatch, and Mike Barnett and occasional help from T.J. Phelps 
and Henry Patten.

Lake Sunapee Region VNA and affiliates 
2005 Annual Report 


Lake Sunapee Region VNA is proud to provide home health, hospice and community 
services to residents of the town of Wilmot, a member town of Lake Sunapee Region 
Visiting Nurse Association since 1970. We are committed to being able to meet the health 
care needs of residents of your community to the best of our ability. During the past year, 
2284 home care, and 218 hospice visits were made to adults and children needing skilled 
home health services. More than 2029 hours of support services were provided for those with 
long-term care needs. Eight residents used our Lifeline program and 13 individuals had their 
health status monitored daily using our telemedicine technology. Other services utilized 
include caregiver training and support, bereavement support, parent child program, and 
prevention and wellness services including screening clinics, foot care clinics, and 
immunization clinics. 


Our mission remains at the heart of our care. LSRVNA provides many services that are 
integral to our mission but which are not reimbursed and are often provided at minimal or no 
cost. These include support groups (bereavement, caregiver, parent/child), community 
education, certain hospice services, telemonitoring of patient health status, clinics, health 
fairs and more. 


Cost saving and efficiency measures are constantly explored. We believe that innovation is 
essential for a strong future. Thoughtful hiring and cross-training of staff, a growing 
volunteer base, and use of telemedicine and other technology like laptop computers for 
clinical staff are key to controlling costs. Our costs per episode of care are among the lowest 
in our region. We now have five years of experience in utilizing telemedicine. This tool helps 
us encourage patients and families to take an active role in managing their illness, reduce 
unplanned emergent visits to the hospital, schedule nursing visits with greater efficiency, and 
communicate useful trended data to physicians for improved disease management. 
LSRVNA’s rate of unplanned hospitalization is 31% below the state average, and 21% below 
the national average. We know that it’s important to you as a patient and consumer to 
manage your illnesses and avoid emergency situations that put you at increased risk. 


Staff competence is highly valued and LSRVNA annually invests in education of staff to 
ensure their skills will meet our patients’ needs. We have over 130 staff and more than 70 
active volunteers. Nurses are certified in areas like wound care, hospice and palliative care, 
and advance care planning. Others specialize in cardiac care, diabetes, bereavement care and 
nutrition. Longevity of VNA staff means continuity of care for our patients. Twenty percent 
of the staff has worked for the VNA for over 10 years, with the average length of 
employment at over 6 years. 
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Lake Sunapee Region VNA depends on support from our communities. Funds appropriated 
by the towns help us to care for more patients in the face of declining reimbursement and 
increasing costs. About 65% of our revenue comes from Medicare and Medicaid. Medicaid 
reimburses about 60% of what it costs us to care for a patient; and does not reimburse at all 
for mileage, care coordination or travel time. Our staff travels about 400,000 miles a year. In 
2006, we expect the burden of high prices of gasoline alone to add as much as $32,000 in 
expense to our budget for mileage. Other challenges include a growing and aging NH 
population, nursing and therapy shortages, costly Federal regulatory requirements, increasing 
fixed costs such as health care and other insurance, and high costs of technology upgrades. 


When you, your family or neighbors need home care or hospice services, it is your right to 
choose the agency that provides that care. We are fortunate to have a strong base of support 
from towns, businesses and individuals and will strive to maintain our reputation in the 
community as an agency that is responsive, innovative, caring and worthy of your choice. 
Town support helps us maintain our commitment to our patients and the greater community 
to provide the care that you expect and deserve. Thank you for your confidence in our 
organization.

The Wilmot Learning Place (WLP) is our town's own preschool and Pre-Kindergarten, 
offering an introduction to education for three and four year old children. The school has 
been in operation for over 40 years! Many former students now have their own children 
enrolled at The WLP. The WLP is governed by a volunteer Board of Directors consisting of 
concerned citizens, parents and a teacher advisor. We are frequently looking for new Board 
Members, so if you are interested in joining our team, please let us know. 


This year, the WLP has 34 students — our largest class in recent years. Our Pre-K class is 
taught by Wilmot resident, and Head Teacher, Clare Morgan. PreSchool is lead by Martha 
Thompson. Both classes focus on alphabet and number recognition, writing skills, healthy 
habits, nutrition, citizenship, manners, cooperative and imaginative play. We also offer early 
drop off and an after school program. 


We are so happy to be in our improved classrooms in the new Wilmot Community 
Association Building. This has been a long time coming and the teachers, parents and 
students are so excited with the new area and playground. 


Due to the popularity of the school and the demand for our programs, we will be expanding 
our Pre-Kindergarten program next year. We will be offering an afternoon session in 
addition to our usual morning program to accommodate more students. 


We make every effort to keep our tuition affordable and provide scholarship assistance 
whenever we are able. Through our own fund raising efforts and generous donations from 
two churches in Wilmot, we established a special scholarship assistance fund approximately 
four years ago. In 2005, over $2,000.00 was given out for tuition assistance. The Town of 
Wilmot's past financial support has helped us tremendously each year. This support, along 
with vigorous fundraising events, donations from local churches and townspeople, keep the 
school's tuition accessible for every resident. 


Thank you to all who supported our Plant Sale, Dinners at the New London Inn, Pleasant 
Lake Inn and La Meridiana. Your attendance at these events helped us raise funds which 
benefited our general budget, scholarship fund, furnishings and fixtures in our new space. 


We thank the Town of Wilmot for its continued support of this worthy cause and invite you 
to our monthly Board Meetings held the third Thursday of each month at the Wilmot 
Community Center at 7:00pm. Please do not hesitate to contact me or another Board 
Member if you have questions or are interested in visiting our school to see our programs at 
work.

Please call me at 526-6686 to set up an appointment if you need help or guidance. I know 
that this will be a difficult year for some people to purchase fuel for home use. If you qualify, 
you can take advantage of the Community Action Fuel Assistance Program -call 456-2207 to 
sign up. The Town of Wilmot contributes to this project. 


The Wilmot Food Bank is located at the Town Office on Kearsarge Valley Road. If you need 
food, stop by Monday-Friday 9-12. You will find a lot of nutritional canned and packaged 
goods on the shelves. Wilmot residents can take what they need with no questions asked. If 
anyone needs special diet items, they can call me at the above number. 


What a wonderful sharing town we live in! This year 26 townspeople volunteered to share 
their Christmas with others by buying gifts for Wilmot families. Presents were purchased for 
28 children and 8 adults. Donors left their wrapped gifts under the Christmas tree at the town 
office identified only with the Code Letter for confidential purposes. Thank you Lorrie Sliter, 
Bub and Clare Morgan. I couldn't have made all the deliveries without your great help. I 
quote from one of the Thank You letters I received: "We as a family would like to thank you 
and the many Wilmot Santas from the bottom of our hearts. You helped bring joy and 
happiness to our home during our time of need. Every gift was well appreciated and needed." 


The Christmas Basket Program served 33 families this year. This is not a welfare program. It 
is designed to reach lonely people, shut-ins and the sick. The chickens were purchased by 
some of our townspeople who sent checks to the Wilmot Food Bank. Turkeys and hams were 
donated by the Masons. Both Wilmot churches helped out. My heartfelt appreciation to the 7 
caring people who took time from their busy Christmas season to bake or prepare homemade 
cakes, cookies, breads, candies and other treats; to the 3 volunteers (Tootie, Nancy & 
Abigail) who helped me pack and to the Huntoon family who made the deliveries with me on 
Christmas eve afternoon. We traveled about 40 miles around the town as we greeted the 
recipients with the baskets provided by "Friends & Neighbors of Wilmot".

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WILMOT VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The fire department has had its busiest year ever! Thanks to all our incredible members who serve 
with dedication, commitment, and professionalism. The WVFD is an all-volunteer department, we 
dedicate many hours to responding, meeting and training in order to serve our community, and 
consider it a privilege to do so. Volunteering is part of what makes our Town, State and Country 
great. We meet on the first Thursday of every month, and train on the third Thursday, and the FAST 
squad meets and trains on the first Monday. The public is always welcome to sit in on a meeting, or 
observe the training. (Some observers have ended up participating). Anyone interested in joining the 
Fire dept. or FAST squad should either stop by the Firehouse or contact any member. 

The WVFD will respond any time of the day or night, for any reason we are requested. The types of 
calls we responded to last year include gas leaks, unattended burning brush piles, medical 
emergencies, motor vehicle accidents, mountain rescues, station coverage for other departments, 
structure fires, chimney fires, vehicle fires, an oven fire, fire alarm activations, carbon monoxide 
alarm activations, branches or trees burning on power wires, mutual aid structure fires, flooded 
basements, a collapsed foundation, Police department assists, a plane crash, controlled structure 
burns, smoke investigations, forest fires, as well as issuing burn permits. 

Obviously in order to be able to handle such a variety of situations it takes a lot of resources and 
training. Our trainings range from items such as cold water ice rescue, fire behavior, vehicle 
extrication, moving patients, pumper operations, etc. We are also required to do reporting on our 
activities to the federal government. Emergency Medical Technicians are required to have 48 hours of 
continuous education training within two years to maintain their certification. All emergency 
personnel are required this year to complete /ncident Command System and National Incident 
Management System training. These are federal requirements designed to help first responders (Fire, 
police, EMS etc) to communicate and perform more effectively in a mass casualty event. 

We have two pieces of apparatus that are in desperate need of replacement. Our rescue truck and 
tanker have served us well, but are both in poor condition to be able to handle the demands of our 
town. Medical emergencies are increasing at an unbelievable rate. It is crucial to be able to transport 
equipment and supplies safely and fast. We have developed a plan to equip the town with the vehicles 
we need with due regard to taxpayer dollars. This year we are asking the town for an additional 
capital reserve to pay off the loan on our first responding engine, which was purchased in 2002. With 
that payment, we will be able to obtain a new loan in which to start the replacement process of these 
vehicles. It is very important to start this process now as it will take some time to design, order, build 
and deliver these vehicles. We feel this is a far better plan than an outright purchase. Please support 
the fire department warrant articles, your safety depends on it. 

The WVED has some new officers. I would like to acknowledge Glen and Doug Rayno, who stepped 
aside after nearly a quarter century of Lieutenants roles, and Chip Barrett, who had been serving as 
Deputy Chief. These men, while still committed to the Department, unselfishly made way for other 
members to have an opportunity. Remaining in Officer roles are Captain David Atwood Sr., Treasurer 
Keith Fleury, and Secretary Lisa Rayno. The newly elected Lieutenants are William “BJ” Hardy, and 
Sean Brunel. The new Deputy Chief is Karl Bjorklund. Thanks to all who participated, supported, and 
called upon us, it is a privilege to serve.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire 
Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk & frequency of 
wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local 
Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before 
doing ANY outside burning. A fire permit is required for all outside burning unless 
the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire DES also 
prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact 
the local fire dept or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more 
information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to 
protect NH forest resources. For more information contact the Division of Forests 
and Lands 271-2217, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Fire activity was high during the first several weeks of the 2005 fire season, with red- 
flag conditions issued by the National Weather Service & extreme fire danger in the 
southern & central portions of the state. The period of increased initial attack activity 
prompted a 5-day ban on open burning, the first such ban in several years. Despite 
the dry conditions, the state's largest wildland fire was contained at 29 acres. Our 
statewide system of fire lookout towers is credited with keeping the fires small & 
saving several structures this season due to their quick & accurate spotting 
capabilities. Fires in the wildland urban interface damaged 10 structures, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more that just trees. Homeowners should take 
measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions 
include keeping your roof & gutters clear of leaves & pine needles, & maintaining 
adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additonal 
information & homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please 
help Smokey Bear, your local fire department and the state’s Forest Rangers by 
being fire smart and fire safe!

ONLY YOU CAN PREVENT WILDLAND FIRE 
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UNH Cooperative Extension — Merrimack County 


One in four New Hampshire residents took advantage of at least one University of New 
Hampshire Cooperative Extension program last year. 


Our programs offer non-formal education in parenting, family finances, food safety, home 
gardening, 4-H (including clubs, camps, special interest programs and after school programs) 
for children and teens, nutrition education for low income families and life-skill development 
for welfare recipients. Merrimack County Extension staff provides education to forest 
landowners and commercial farmers that helps keep their enterprises profitable, while 
preserving open space and protecting natural resources. This is important to community 
members because studies show that open space helps keep property taxes low. 


Merrimack County extension educators also work extensively with towns and school 
districts—organizing and advising after-school programs, helping school and town 
groundskeepers maintain athletic fields, landscaped areas, and town forests, as well as 
providing guidance to community boards on current use and other land use issues. 


Merrimack County Extension provides fact sheet notebooks to all town libraries and 
produces monthly “Coffee Chat” radio segments on WKXL radio, which offer information to 
residents throughout the station’s listening area. 


UNH Cooperative Extension operates a statewide toll-free Info Line at our Family, Home & 
Garden Education Center, staffed Monday through Friday, 9:00 AM — 2:00 PM (1-877- | 
398-4769). Last year, the Info Line handled more than 800 requests from Merrimack County 
residents. Extension also distributes a wide range of information from our Web site: 
www.extension.unh.edu. 


Finally, UNH Cooperative Extension trains and supports a large corps of volunteers: 4-H 
leaders, master gardeners, wildlife coverts, community tree stewards, water quality monitors, 
and others who extend the reach of Extension programs into many domains of New 
Hampshire life.

Wilmot Conservation Commission 


In the past year, the Wilmot Conservation Commission has been focused on the task of 
creating a Natural Resources Inventory (NRI) which will describe and map the natural and 
open spaces of Wilmot. The NRI will include information on our topography, our water 
resources, including streams, ponds and wetlands, our geology, our forests, our wildlife 
habitat, our conserved land, and our historic areas. (This is not an exhaustive list.) Our 
purpose in doing so is to better understand what needs to be done to preserve the rural 
character of the Wilmot we hold dear, and also to be able to: 

= plan for the future recreational needs of our community (including hiking or hunting 

in our woodlands, swimming or fishing in our ponds and streams). 
= maintain our sustainable agricultural and forestry resources. 
" be safe from floods and groundwater (and other) pollution. 


We hope and expect this document to be useful to town officials, including the Board of 
Selectmen and Planning Board, developers, conservationists, educators and especially to 
current and potential residents. 


Vice Chair Brian Faughnan has served as chair of this effort, with Allyson Fauver as editor in 
chief. The entire conservation commission has taken part. We expect to publish our first 
edition in time for the 2006 Town Meeting. A small number of copies will be available for 
loan and additional copies will be available online at the Town of Wilmot web site. 


Led by Chris Wells, the Conservation Commission has held two community education 
programs. The first was an October tour of the wonderful Donald Hall/Jane Kenyon 
conservation easement located in Wilmot and held by the Society for the Protection of NH 
Forests. (SPNHF). The well-attended tour was conducted by Dave Anderson of the Forest 
Society (SPNHF). The conservation commission is also indebted to Donald Hall for the 
success of this event. The second event was a public forum on land conservation options for 
Wilmot landowners held on January 24". Brian Hotz of the Forest Society (SPNHEF) and 
Debby Stanley of the Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust (ASLPT) were the key 
presenters. Our thanks to Selectman Chuck Thompson for inspiring this event. 


Other accomplishments: 


We reviewed several applications for Dredge and Fill (Wetlands) permits and, in fulfillment 
of our statutory duty, expedited each one. We kept abreast of developments with local 
disputes over state regulations concerning shoreland protection. We cooperated with the US 
Geological Survey update of flood plains in Wilmot. We provided some conservation 
perspective to issues coming before the Planning Board.

We provided a supporting letter to the “Friends of the Northern Rail Trail” resulting in a 
grant that made the new 1.7 mile bike trail in Andover a reality. We continued to support 
state funding of conservation programs through “LCHIP.” 


We have maintained membership in the NH Association of Conservation Commissions. 
Members have attended NHACC workshops as well as workshops help by the Cooperative 
Extension Service at UNH. In appreciation of their assistance, we have become members of 
SPNHF. 


We have worked with the Conservation and Environmental Science Department at Colby- 
Sawyer College and we are grateful to Professor Laura Alexander for sharing the research of 
her students and in production of some of our local maps. We have an application for 
assistance in conducting a wetlands study from the Community and Environmental Outreach 
program at UNH, which is pending. 


We hope to take a leadership role in creating a Blackwater River group with citizens in 
neighboring towns as part of the volunteer river assessment program coordinated by the NH 
Division of Environmental Services. 

Finally, an appreciation to the citizens and officials of Wilmot who support our work. We are 
grateful and only wish that more of the empty seats reserved for members of the public were 


filled at out meetings. We meet Second Thursday of the month at 7 PM.

Annual Report for FY 2005 


Through UVLSRPC membership, the 27 cities and towns of the Upper Valley, Sullivan 
County and Lake Sunapee area strive to ensure that the growth of the Region does not 
lower the quality of life, and that it enhances rather than threatens our healthy economy. 
Regional planning provides a mechanism for communities that live and work together to 
collaborate on issues of common concern, such as transportation, emergency 
preparedness, economic development, housing and resource protection. Your community’s 
active participation in UVLSRPC provides you with a voice in regional activities, as well as in 
decision-making at the state level that affects the future of your community. 


Each year we try to address the highest priority needs of each area of the Region, while 
balancing the differing concerns of larger and smaller communities. Some highlights of the 
past year: 


« Worked with state agencies to ensure that the needs of our Region's communities 
are understood and addressed. Specific activities included: facilitated sessions for 
local input to State Development Plan and NH Department of Transportation's long 
range plan; reviewed growth projections for state traffic model; participated in work 
group studying sprawl in NH and effectiveness of state smart growth policies; worked 
with other regions on educational material on principles of good planning for NH and 
legislative priorities. 


» Promoted our Region's priorities in development of state's transportation 
improvement budgets, and assisted municipalities and public transit providers with 
applications for transportation grant funds. 


» Represented member communities on Mount Sunapee Ski Area Advisory 
Committee; conducted review of expansion plans; facilitated regional discussions 
and opportunities for public comment. 


= Completed Comprehensive Economic Development Strategy (CEDS) for Sullivan 
County to increase eligibility for federal funding for economic development and 
infrastructure improvements. Developed GIS database of Sullivan County industrial 
and commerce parks. Continued to collaborate with economic development partners 
in Grafton County. 


» Partnered with Lake Sunapee Protective Association to help communities collaborate 
on watershed management plan by forming Sunapee Area Watershed Coalition. 


« Wrote, published and distributed "Planning for New Hampshire's Housing Needs: A 
Primer for Local Officials." 


» Organized 3 hazardous waste collections in which 789 households participated to 
keep over 4,000 gallons of hazardous chemicals out of the Region’s groundwater.- 
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# Facilitated 6 roundtable discussions for municipal representatives to discuss and get 
advice on issues of common concern. 

» Assisted 13 communities with updates of local master plans, 10 with conservation 
planning efforts, 9 with zoning amendments, 7 with updates to subdivision or site 
plan review regulations, and 2 with capital improvement programs. 


» Conducted traffic counts in 14 communities, and brought the number of communities 
with completed road inventories up to 16, ensuring that full state aid for maintenance 
is received. 


= Conducted hazard mitigation planning in 8 communities as required for continued 
eligibility for federal disaster assistance and hazard mitigation funds. Assisted 4 with 
review of National Flood Insurance Program compliance. Began assisting Sullivan 
County communities with process to adopt new floodplain maps to ensure residents’ 
continued eligibility for flood insurance. 


« Assisted 6 communities with review of proposed developments. 


= Completed special projects to address local needs, including E911 re-addressing in 
Claremont and New London Parking Study. 


= Continued emphasis on informational programs and training for local officials 
including law lecture series and bi-monthly programs on topics such as NH Energy 
~ Policy - What it Means for Communities, Outdoor Lighting, and Striking the Balance 
Between Preservation of Rural Character and Growth - What is the Public Interest. 


=» Responded to day-to-day requests from local board members and staff for guidance 
on, e.g., subdivision review process, earth excavation regulations, growth 
management, impact fees, development on unmaintained roads, regulation of 
accessory apartments and buildings, and emergency zoning. 


# Provided technical assistance to regional partner organizations, e.g., Advance 
Transit, Community Transportation Services, Upper Valley Transportation 
Management Association, Connecticut River Joint Commissions, Upper Valley 
Household Hazardous Waste Committee, Lake Sunapee Protective Association, 
Cold River Local Advisory Committee, and Upper Valley Land Trust. 


We appreciate the high level of participation and support we receive from our communities, 
and look forward to continuing to serve the needs of the Region in the coming year. We 
count on feedback from the Commissioners appointed by each community, as well as local 
officials and residents, to ensure that our work program focuses on those regional issues 
that are of the highest priority to you.

Since its beginning in 1992, Kearsarge Council on Aging, Inc (COA) Mission has been to 
serve our nine communities by organizing volunteers to provide needed service, 
recreational opportunities and entertainment those 55 years and older. In the thirteen 
years since its inception COA has neither asked for, nor received federal or state funds 
for the services it provides in Andover, Danbury, Grantham, Newbury, New London, 
Sunapee, Springield, Sutton, and Wilmot. 


We are grateful for the annual appropriations we receive from each of the towns that we 
serve. The balance of the operating expenses for maintaining and staffing our year round 
center on Pleasant Street, New London is covered by donations from individuals and 
businesses who recognize the ever growing need for the services we offer. COA does not 
require dues or fees for any of the more than twenty-five (25) on-going programs, with 
the exception of cost recovery for day or overnight trips. 


Many of us consider our most important service is providing door-to-door transportation 
for those unable to drive. Our volunteer drivers clocked 57,317 miles last year, 723 for 
Wilmot residents, delivering to medical appointments as far away as Lebanon or 
Concord. In addition, appreciating that the quality of life 1s important for good health, 
COA provides transportation for grocery shopping, hair appointments, visits with friends 
and programs at the center. Friendly help is just a phone call away from 9am — 4pm 
weekdays. Most of our drivers are also seniors so there is always room for new 
volunteers to assure rides for anyone who needs one. 


Hard though it may be to believe, the first of the “baby boomers” are now classified as 
“seniors”. We know, and they know that 55 is just a number and senior is just a word. 
Given good health, Act II can be more stimulating, less stressful and perhaps for fun that 
Act I. The need for the services and the social interaction offered by COA will only grow 
as the boomers and their parents live longer and healthier lives, finding the charms of 
New Hampshire irresistible in spite of blackflies, January, and mud season. 


We thank all of our supporters: towns, individuals, and businesses and hope that anyone 
with suggestions for programs will present them to us. COA works in conjunction with 
all of the other service agencies in the area to improve the quality of life for all.
